The greatest of these days 
la All SainU' day, the day set apart by 
the Catholic church for the veneration of 
all the saints. This feast is a holv day of 
obligation. Today, the vi^'I of the fiast 
of all saints, is a feast day, as nre the 
vigilaof all the great feasts of the church. 
Halloween, or the Eve of All Hallows, as 
it was formerly known, bu come to he 
celebrated the world ov«r aa an occaaion 
of playing gamw, trying yoor luck in 
foraeaating bnnbenda, wivca, etc. BacU 
oonntry baa Ita own pecniiar gaiaea and 
cnatonu on tbia night. It baa been made 
famous in prose and poetry, bat oataide 
the Catholic church the tMl ottebratlon 
has heeii lost si^ht of. 

As Catholics prepared for Christmas, 
for the feast of the Circumcision, Ascen- 
aion dsy and other great bolidays by ob- 
aemng the vigila with prayer and feast- 
ing, ao did they prepare for the feast of 
All Sainta. It ia tbe day on which all of 
Ood'a cboaaa arc bonortd by the faithful 
all over the world. There are oaly 86ft 
daya in the year, while the aalnta are 
numbered by the thousands and tens of 
thousands. Tin re art- not enough days 
in the cslender to .1< vole otie day to each, 
hence it became necessary to set apart a 
day for the veneration of all. 

All Souls day is the day set apart b) 
the church for praying for the repose of 
the aonla of all the faithful departed. 
Many taaye been killed in battle, 
drowned ou the hit^h seas, or have per- 
iahed in the wiliiemesti, who have uoue 
to pray for them. On this day the faith- 
ful not only pray for their own dead, but 
for the repose of all who died in the 
faith. In addition to attending mass it 
ia the cnatom in many countries to visit 
the graveyards and adorn the graves of 
the dead with flowera and evergreena. 
In the majority of caaea a pricat acooni- 
paalea the people and redtaa the pnycra 
for the faithful departed.

by the celebration of requiem masses in 
all the cburchea and daring the day the 
people will visit St. Louis' ami St 
Michael's cemeteries and decorate the 
gravea of their dead. As tomorrow is 
the eve of All Souls' day and likewise 
All Saints' day and Sunday, many Catb- 
olica will viait the cemeteriea for the pnr- 
poae of decorating the gravea instead of 
OB the followlBg day. Mo formal cere- 
iBoniea will be obeenred at the local 
Catholic cemeteriea. 

Tonight the ususl customs of ducking 
for apples, walWing down the cellar back- 
wards with mirror and candle In hand 
and Irustiiijj to see future husbands will 
be observed by the youuK folks. An old 
Irish cnatom frequently observed in this 
oonntry ia to conceal in a huge diah of 
Buahed potatoea a wedding ring, a tbim 
ble and a button. Then the potatoea are 
divided aoMwt thoae aaaembted. The 
ooe who gets the ring ia sure to be -mar- 
ricd firat; the one who geu the thimble 
will remain an old maid, and the young 
man who geta the button will be an old

Romovod Prom Louisville by 
tho Death of J^ohn 
Hourlgan. 



John Honrigan, an aged aad rcepcct«d 
dtiaea of Uaiaville, died at the r«mily 

residence, 1528 Lytle atreet, early 
Weill, esilnv iiinriiinj;. Mr. Ilourigan 
had suffered from a complication of ilis- 
cases during; the past seven weeks, sc 
that his death was not unexpected. He 
died surrounded by the members of his 
family and fortified by the aacraments of 
the church. The deceased was one of 
Loulaville'a moat familiar fignrea. He 
bad a pleaaant word for all, aad ahraya 
appeared to be in good huuMr. 

Mr. Honrigan waa bora la the County 
I.inu-rick, Ireland, sizty-fonr yeara ago. 
lie came to America when quite a youth 
aud had resided in Louisvslle about 
forty years. During the last thirty-four 
years he lived in the bouse where he 
died. He was engaged as a uackman 
during the greater part of hia life in 
I«ouiaville, and few fnnerala were com- 
plete without John Honrigaa aad hia 
carriage.

He was one 
of thoae good faithful aonla who brought 
hia faith from Irehiad' aud cherished it 
aa he did hia life.

The daughter is Miss Maggie Hourigan. 
He also leaves a brother, Patrick Hcmri- 
gan, an employe of the Louisville Pack- 
ing Company, and three sisters, Mrs 
Ryan, of Nashville, and Sisters Charlalh 
and Charleaetta of the Sisters of Charity 
of Nazareth. 

His funeral, which took place from St. 
Patrick'a church Friday moraiag, waa 
atteaded by haadreda who kaaw aad re- 
spected bim.

But entirely apart from hia meriu, the 
blunders, to use no severer term, of his 
political opponents should insure bis 
triumphant electi jn aud that of the en- 
tire Democratic ticket.

His son, the 
pceaaat Ciradt Clerk, hea been promi- 
aaatljr idaatiflod with MoatfOBMcy 
conaty politics dther sa Deputy or Cir- 
cuit Clerk during the last seventeen 
years, and is highly regarded in Demo- 
cratic .State councils. He was a few 
months ago a candidate for Clerk of the 
Court of Appeala, but withdrew in favor 
of Morgan China. Ia the event of tbe 
letter's electioB ha will ha Ua chief 
deputy. 

Aaolher good dtiaea of Mt. Sterling ia 
F. C. I<aaghlia, who, well proad of hia 
Irish birth and lineage, ia none the less a 

good dtizen of Kentucky. 

Mt. Sterling has a Catholic church, St. 
Patrick'a, and of the sixty-five Cathnlic 
familiea sixty-three are Irish. They are 
all thrifty, law abiding people and are 
thoroughly identified with the interests 
of the community. An Irishman owns 
the prindpat hotel, while others are 
engaged ia mefeaatUa aad ofriCBltural 
puiaulta. 

St- Patrick'a charch ia a haadsome 
brick edlfiee, aad is ia charge of Father 
I,. DeWaegenaere, who is sn indefatig- 
able worker and popular with all classes 
in that section. Some years ago a flour- 
ishing council of the Young Men's Insti- 
tute existed in the parish. For some 
unknown reason it went out of existence, 
but as tbe charter atill remaias there aa 
effort will aooB be aiade to reofgaalae.
